Religious leaders 
support appeal 

RELIGIOUS leaders have called for 
people to help the elderly survive 
Christmas and New Year. 

The Bishop of Chelmsford, The Rt 
Revd Stephen Cottrell, said: “It’s easy 
to take our comforts for granted. And 
during the cold winter months even a 
basic commodity like heating can be 
taken for granted. But for many 
elderly people, winter brings 
significant challenges of maintaining 
human contact, a warm home and 
balancing costs. 

“The Surviving Winter Appeal 
recognises such challenges and is there 
to help. It urges us all to consider how 
we might prevent a repeat tragedy of 
last winter when over 600 elderly and 
vulnerable people died through a 
cause linked to the cold.” 

Rt Rev Thomas McMahon, Bishop 
of Brentwood, said: “I am very 
pleased to give my support to the 
Surviving Winter Appeal. We all 
know that the winter can be a difficult 
time for elderly and vulnerable people 
as they can become housebound and 
cut off from the wider community.” 

Figures reveal 
number of winter 
deaths 

FIGURES released by the Office for 
National Statistics (ONS) show that 
despite the UK experiencing a 
relatively mild winter in 2011-12, 
there were still 24,000 excess winter 
deaths in England and Wales. 

Maria Wardrobe, director of 
External Affairs at fuel poverty 
charity National Energy Action said: 
“These figures demonstrate that if you 
are a vulnerable person living in 
England or Wales then even a 
comparatively mild winter can still be 
deadly. 

“However, the fact that our 
Scandinavian neighbours experience 
much harsher winters and have 


nowhere near the same level of winter 
deaths means that we should not 
accept this as inevitable. Increasing 
the investment in improving the 
energy efficiency of our housing, 
particularly for those who are poor 
and vulnerable, has to be an urgent 
priority for the UK Government.” 

■ People worried about their energy 
bills this coming winter are advised to 
see if there may be grants and 
discounts available to help with energy 
costs.

Excess deaths 

FUEL poverty means a number of 
districts in Essex and east London 
have levels of ‘excess seasonal death’, 
according to a new report. 

Coroners courts refuse to classify 
‘death from cold in the home’ as an 
unnatural death, which means details 
of the problem are not widely known. 

A coroner’s officer at Chelmsford 
said pensioner’s dying of cold outside 
of their home - in the garden or in 
park - would be subject to an inquest. 

He was unable to say why the 
coroner investigates falls in the home, 
but not death from cold.

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Historic art is just a commute away

TO FLY to Amsterdam to visit a 
collection of Vincent Van 
Gogh’s work and come back the 
same day sounded like it would 
be an elaborate but tiring trip. 

However, the journey from 
Southend Airport took less time 
than it does to commute into 
London on the train from the 
seaside town. 

The easyJet flight only took 
35 minutes to arrive at Schiphol 
airport without any delay 
through check in or security. 

My reason for going to 
Amsterdam was to view a new 
exhibition of Van Gogh’s work 
to celebrate the renovation and 
40th anniversary of the Van 
Gogh Exhibition, a collection of 
work I had seen part of almost a 
decade ago. 

The collection of 75 paint¬ 
ings, selected letters and works 
on paper charting his quest to 
the heart of his artistic identity, 
has now been moved to the 
Hermitage Museum until April. 

Masterpieces on show include 
Sunflowers, The Yellow House 
and The Potato Eaters, as well 
as early sketches and an extend¬ 
ed Impressionism exhibition is 
all included in the show. 

During a short walk between 
the two sites, 

visitors get the opportunity to 
view the city as the famous 
artist would have seen it him¬ 
self. 

This happens through an iPad 
relaying audio of translated let¬ 
ters Van Gogh wrote to his 
brother, accompanied by 
images on an app of the city as 
it would have appeared in the 
artist’s time. 

Within the reality of the mod¬ 
em day you can follow an art 


installation by artist Henk 
Schut. 

He has graced the route with a 
red rope stretching from the Van 
Gogh Museumplan right up to 
the Hermitage. The installation 
draws your gaze away from 
street level and your eyes take in 
the architecture that has existed 
since Van Gogh was living 
among the streets of the city. 

The walk takes you through 
narrow streets, across canals, 
and over bridges to a new host 
for the works. 

Speakers on the route within 


shop windows and doorways 
add to the experience, with peo¬ 
ple walking past hearing the 
words Vincent once sent his 
brother in his personal letters. 

A mixture of the two medi¬ 
ums creates a fresh perspective 
of architecture and heritage in 
the city. 

Following the flight path back 
to Southend Airport I realised a 
day trip to Amsterdam was 
something I wanted to do again 
and do easily.

Couple’s sweet love 

Ernie and Joan Keeble will spend Christmas surrounded by their children, grandchildren, great¬ 
grandchildren and great-great-grandchildren. They have lived in their Pitsea council house for 
52 years and celebrated their 72nd wedding anniversary on December 16. They spoke to YA 
reporter Charles Thomson about their long lives together and the secret to a happy marriage. 


ERNIE and Joan met outside the Railway Hotel in 
Pitsea in 1938, Joan was 14, Ernie 15. 

“We used to gather there,” says Ernie, now 89. 

“I looked at her and I thought, ‘She’s not too 
bad’. I wasn’t looking properly at the time, 
I suppose.” 

Joan, now 88, inteijects. “I was walking to the 
market with my sisters and a gang of girls. Ernie 
was with his chums. 

“They came up and offered us some sweets and 
we said ‘No, thank you’. “Then Ernie said, ‘Would 
you like one of my toffees?”’ 

I liked his cheeky face and he had a cap on. I did 
fancy him. But I also fancied a toffee.” 

The pair then began courting. 

“There wasn’t much entertainment about,” says 
Ernie. 

“We used to go to the Pitsea pictures. It was so 
full of cigarette smoke you could hardly see the 
screen through it all. 

“We’d bump in the side door to get out of pay¬ 
ing. One boy would pay, then he’d go to the toilet 
when the film was about to start and open the door 
for us all.” 

Before long, their families were firm friends. 
They would go on day trips in the summer to swim 
in Pitsea Creek. 

“I almost drowned one time,” Joan says. “I was 
just learning to swim. Ernie saved my life.” 

The pair married in 1940 and their first two 
sons, Alfred and John, followed in 1941 and 1942. 
In 1943 Ernie was conscripted into the army to 
fight in the Second World War, while Joan worked 
in a sewing factory at Tarpots, making uniforms 
for British troops. 

When he returned, the couple lived in a bunga¬ 
low on an unmade road until their third son Tony 
was born in 1959. 

Ernie recalls living in the unmade road fondly. 
“There was no drainage for the sinks or anything. 
We had an old tin bath. It was outside toilets, and 
you had to bury it afterwards. 

“It was hard but it was lovely. You could go in

anybody’s house. The doors were never locked. 
You can’t do that anymore.” 

He says Pitsea has changed for the worse over 
the decades. 

“The living conditions are better but the area is 
worse, absolutely. Everything’s worse. The 
crowds. The thieving. The rowing. We never had 
that at all. 

“We had one sergeant and a constable for all of 
Pitsea, Vange and Bowers Gifford. Sergeant 
Turner and Constable Riley. Sergeant Turner 
would offer you a punch-up rather than 
arrest you.” 

Today Ernie and Joan have six grandchildren, 29 
great-grandchildren and two great-great-grand¬ 
children. 

What is the secret of staying together for so 
long? “The secret is that you’ve got to recognise 
each other as individuals,” says Ernie. “You’re not 
going to both be master of the same roost.” 

Joan has a more simplistic view. “We just have a 
good old laugh together,” she says.

Novel embellished to 


creative obesity

T HERE is a moment early in 
The Hobbit: An Unexpected 
Journey when Gandalf The 
Grey (Sir Ian McKellen) turns to 
diminutive hero Bilbo Baggins 
(Martin Freeman) and counsels: 
“All good stories deserve embell¬ 
ishment.” 

Director Peter Jackson and co¬ 
writers Fran Walsh, Philippa 
Boyens and Guillermo del Toro 
have taken the wise wizard’s 
words to heart and embellished 
JRR Tolkien’s novel to the point 
of creative obesity. 

Visually stunning flashbacks, 
which fail to advance the plot, 
are roughly hewn into a sprawling 
narrative that doesn’t kick into 
second gear 
for a good 45 
minutes. 

The deci¬ 
sion to shoot 
the film in 3D 
at the higher 
rate of 48 
frames per 
second com¬ 
pared to the 
usual 24 
frames will 
divide audi¬ 
ences. 

Everything 
looks cleaner 
and crisper - 
you can see 
the stitching 
on Gandalf’s 

hat and prosthetics in minute 
detail - but this might be too 
much heightened reality for a 


sweeping fantasy that romanticis¬ 
es the bonds of trust between 
gung-ho brothers. 

In the first deviation from the 
text, Jackson opens his picture 
at Bag End with the elderly Bilbo 
(Ian Holm) penning a book to his 
cousin Frodo (Elijah Wood). 

We rewind 60 years to meet 
Bilbo (Freeman) in the Shire as he 
encounters Gandalf (McKellen) 
and a 13-strong company of 
dwarves, who intend to reclaim 
their lost gold from the dragon 
Smaug in his mountain lair. 

After a sleepless night, Bilbo 
agrees to accompany dwarf 
leader Thorin Oakenshield 
(Richard Armitage) and his troops 
on their perilous mission. 

“Axe or sword - what is your 
weapon of 
choice?” Thorin 
asks Bilbo. 

“Well, I do 
have some skills 
with conkers,” 
meekly replies 
the hobbit. 

En route, the 
brave souls 
encounter elvish 
allies including 
Elrond (Hugo 
Weaving) and 
Galadriel (Cate 
Blanchett), as 
well as wretched 
Gollum (Andy 
Serkis) and the 
corpulent Goblin 
King (Barry 

Humphries). 

Nerve-racking scenes with 
Gollum are undoubtedly the high¬ 


light of this opening salvo. 

An hour of substance is bloated 
to 166 minutes of digital trickery 
and breathless action sequences 
including a protracted chase 
through the subterranean lair of 
the goblins. 

One plot strand, involving a 
Necromancer gaining power in 
his stronghold at Dol Guldur, 
dangles tantalisingly in the back¬ 
ground and will presumably be 
stitched into the narrative in the 
second film. 

While some of the dwarves, 
notably Balin (Ken Stott) and 
Bofur (James Nesbitt), are gifted 
scenes to illustrate their personal¬ 
ities, most of Thorin’s motley 
crew are indistinguishable aside 
from their rhyming names. 


Freeman brings a touch of 
humour to his pint-sized weak¬ 
ling, who learns that, “True 
courage is knowing not when to 
take a life but when to spare 
one.” 

McKellen and co ease back 
into familiar supporting roles and 
Armitage swaggers as the 
vengeful son, who allows rage to 
cloud his judgement at a vital 
juncture. 

When Bilbo subsequently 
remarks, “I do believe the worst 
is behind us,” we know he must 
be joking, else the next two 
chapters, Desolation Of Smaug 
and There And Back Again, 
released in 2013 and 2014 
respectively will be exceedingly 
dull affairs.
